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WEST REMAINS STRONG 
FOR RECIPROCITY PACT 


Liberal Member for Regina Delivers 
Rousing Address in London—Pelis 
How Borden Won Election—It Was 
Race Against Race and Creed 
Against Creed, 


London, Ont, Mar, 7—That the ne 
temere decree had more to do than 
rectpracity with the defeat of ths Lib 
eral party in Ontario in September last 
was the statement of Mr, Melville 
Martin, M.P, for Regina, at the meet- 
ing in Hyman Hall last night. He 
spoke of the insidious way this cry 
was used by the enemies of Laurier 
throughout’ the province Reciprocity 
was not a dead issue by any means, 
and was a question that would still 
have to be faced, 

There was a large attendance at 
the meeting, which was a most eon- 
thusiastie one. Mr. C. R, Saniwan, 
president of the Liberal Club, occupied 
the chair, 

The president, in intreducing Mr. 
Martin, stated that he had come from 
Oilawa te tell the Liberals of London 
what the Bourassa Government was 
doing at Ottawa, 

A Huron Old Boy. 

“I am glad to come to London,” 
said Mr, Martin in his opening re- 
marks, “although it is not the easiest 
thing in the world to deliver an ad- 
dress amcmg your own old friends. I 
was raised in Huron County, and I 
used to come into Lodnon very fre- 
quently, I then thought that London 
was not only the biggest city in Can- 
ada, but in the whole world.” 

In dealing with political issues, Mr. 
Martin declared that no Liberal need 
be ashamed of the sixteen Years’ re- 
cord of the Liberal Government of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, It was a progressive 
administration, and its benefits were 
to be seen everywhere. 

Americans in the West, 

In some places in Canada the sup- 
port given to reciprocity by the, west 
was construed to mean that the Amosr- 
icans who have come into the western 
provinces in large numbers were dis- 
loyal, he said, The Americang there 
are among our very best citizens. 
They are hboyal every cme of them. 
Large numbers are foriner Canadians 
who left this country at the time of 
the exodus to go to the Dakotas, lowa 


and other states, and have now come | 


back to their own. Some never be- 
came naturalized in the United States. 
Others did, but when they came back 
te Canada they again became Canadi- 
an citizens. These Americans and the 
men from Ontario are our best ‘asm- 
ers. We did not support reciprocity 
because of the Americans in the west, 
but because it is a sound economic 
principle. Mr. Broder, of Dundas, 
was worried during the elections over 
the loyalty of the west, and mentioned 
the fact that the American flag was 
to be seen flying side by side ‘with 
the British flag on certain holidays. 
Mr. Broder need not worry about our 
loyalty. As for the flag-flying, we in 
the west take the position that such a 
thing shows the amity and friendship 
existing between two great Anglo- 
Saxcn peoples, 
A Brain-Storm, 

As Sir Wilfrid Laurier stated in 
Scuth Renfrew ,the electors of On ario 
were seized with some sort of a hruin- 
storm, and gave Mr, Borden an vver- 
whelming majority. We went out on 
a big issue, cnd with no bad history 
behind us. The party stands just as 
stroag as prior to Sept, 21. At the 
next election many constituencies nww 
under the Conservative banner ‘vill 
send Liberals to the House, and re- 
main Liberal for years to come. 

In Saskatchewan, we supported re- 
ciprocity, carrying nine out of ten 
seats. The total Liberal majority was 
about 20,000, One of the reasons for 
that is the fact that the southern por- 
tion of Saskatchewan is separated 
from the United & ates by an imagin- 
ary line, making the American mar- 
ket closer than all other markets— 
much closer tlan the eastern or Bu- 
ropean markets 

The American Market, 

There is always a difference of 6 
to 15 cents a bushel in favor of the 
American market for crdinary grades 
of wheat, whi'e there is a difference 
of between 30 and 50 cents for barley 
and flax. Can you wonder then that 
the western farmers wanted to ‘ike 
advantage of this market? We «are 
willing to buy goods in the east, We 
are willing to pay for goods in a »ro- 
tected market, and we have done so. 
We buy in the east where the manu- 
facturers are | rotected ,and then they 
tell us that we cannot sell our g90ds 
in the market that is not only the 
closest to us, but which will remain 
for long our mest profitable market. 
We do sacrifice something, and have 
sacrificed much for the east—the east 
must do something for us in the west. 
There will always be a desire in the 
west to sell in the American market, 
and the east will have to recognize 
that fact, 

Position of the Farmer, 

The western farmer is in a bad posi- 
ticn today for the lack of cars to ship 
his grain. The rich farmer, the man 
who has been in the west for years, 
can store it, while the poor farmer, the 
man who has been there one, two or 
three years, must get his produce sold 
in order to meet his obligations, At 
the present time, there is grain .Ying 
beside the railway tracks in Saskat- 
chewan waiting for cars te move It. 

I venture to say that if reciprocity 
had passed there would not have been 
so much difficulty along this fine. 
There would be no such blockade of 
cars as we see today. The present 
government knew conditions, We 
told them repeatedly, but they failed 
from November to January. 
‘Then they managed to get reduced 
rates to the markets of Duluth and 
Minneapolis, and 200 cars a day are 
being rushed across the boundary, 
This is helping some, but the govern- 


te act 


ment should never have waited for 
months, doing nothing, while the 
western farmer was in such an ex- 


treinity. By securing a rate to Duluth 
and Minneapolis, the same as to Fert 
William, the Government was practic- 
admitted that the principle for 
the Liberals strove last Sep- 


ally 
which

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tember was right. I believe conditions 
will grow worse with the development 
of the country. The progress will be 
much faster than the railways «an 
take care of. At the present time we 
have but one spout as an cutlet to 
this whole west—Fort William. We 
must have more outlets, 

The Hudson Pay Railway will pro- 
vide another apout, but the present 
government have stopped the con- 
struction of this line, setting the 
work back at least a year, We will 
have other outlets to the south, which 
is our natural trading ground.” 

Government of Commissions, 

“The present government is a gov- 
ernment of commissions. They were 
elected by the people to administer 
the affairs of the country, but instead 
of assuming the responsibility they 
engage oostly commissions to handle 
the business of the country. They 
shirk the responsibility of administer- 
ing the affairs of state. One example 
of this was the attitude of the min- 
istry on the Farmers’ Bank question. 
Prior to the election, Hon. T. W. Cro- 
thers promised that the shareholders 
and depositors would be reimbursed 
if the Conservatives were returned to 
power, They now refuse to stand by 

‘these promises, because they know 
that the position of the Liberal party 
on this question was sound. Hon. W. 
8. Fielding had granted the charter in 
the ordinary way. ‘Had he known 
that the men behind ij were crooks, 
it surely would not have been granted 
them. The government at the pres- 
ent time have named a commission 
to investigate sonie «documen's that 
half an 


could be gone through in 
hour. This is a ehameful waste of 
money.” 


The Grand Trunk Pacific, 
Another commission had been nam- 
ed to investigate the Grand Trunk 
Pacitic. The worst thing that they 
could tind out Was that the road cost 
too much. What good would that in- 
formation be? The road was con- 
structed by the Liberals at an average 
cost of $56,000 a mile, while railways 
in other countries cost trom $58,000 
to $272,000 a mile. It was a good 
road, the best of its kind, and would 
mean much for the Dominion in the 
future, 
The Borden government had already 
left a record of broken promises, They 
promised the West that the na,ural 
resources of the provinces would be 
given to them, In the case of Mani- 
toba, this had not been done, nor 
would it be done.

He promised to take 
over the terminal elevators by the 
governmen, and this he had not done.

“Reciprocity today is as sound econ-

omically for the Last 

West,"’ declared Mr. Martin, “We 
are very strong for it in the West, 
and it will be just as good for he 
Mast when it comes. Reciprocity 


alone did not defeat the Liberal gov- 
ernment, The te mere decree hsd 
much to do with it. There are Con- 
servatives holding seas, many of 
them, who are there because of this 
method of campaigning. They whis- 
pered among the electors every where 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurier was respon- 
sible for the ne temere decree. In 
Ontario this species of campaigning 
was unblushingly used, and many 
Liberals were overthrown, not because 
reciprocity was elther good or bad, 
but because of this religious agita- 
tion. The Conservatives promised a 
uniform marriage law. What have 
they done tc redeem that promise? 
They have refused to jouch the ques- 
tion, but have shifted the responsi- 
bility to the courts. They have done 
this on every big question, and we 
are not surprised at their attitude to 
this important matter,” 

The double policy of the Conserva- 
tives in Ontario and Quebec were 1e- 
ferred to, and the unholy alliance be- 
tween the Nationalists and the Con 
servatives condemned, 

The Conservative Campaign. 

“The Conservatives were returned 
by a race-and-creed campaign,” raid 
Mr. Martin, ‘In both provinces, Que- 
hee and Ontario, double dealing pre- 
vailed, Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s policy 
was consistent, and he never tried to 


array race against race, or creed 
awainat creed, in this or any other 
province. He has given his life to 


cement the races of Canada together, 
and that policy will yet triumph, A 
the next elections, both In the Do- 
minion and Provincial houses, there 
will) be a great turnover in fayor ot 
the Liberal party.”

BITTER ATTACK ON 
COLONEL ROOSEVELT 


Aexan Democrat in U, 8. House Den. 
rounces e@x-President and Bryan— 
Classes Them With the McNamara 
Brothers, 


Washington, March 7.—Former 
President Roosevelt ana William J. 
Bryan ahd Representative Victor Ber- 
ger, of Wisconsin, Socialist, were 
branded in a gpeech in the house to- 
day by Representative Dies, of Texas, 
a Democrat, as being among the fore- 
most enemies of free government in 
America today. 

Mr, Dies insisted that both Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Bryan were social- 
ists, and he coupled their names with 
these of Mr, Berger and the MaNa- 
mara brothers. 

“Berger is over there,” said Mr. 
Dies, pointing dramatically in the di- 
rection of the house office building, 
where the Lawrence, Mass., strike in- 
quiry was proceeding, “preening him- 
self as the great friend of labor. It 
is high time that the country should 
‘Know just what Mr. Berger stands 
for, I am not applying to any dis- 
trict or any party, but to my col- 
leagues here, to recognize the peril of 
socialism.” 

Reviews Socialists Work. 

The legislative activities of the 
Wiscohsin gocialist members then 
were reviewed by Mr. Dies. These, 
he said, among other things, included 
the ‘abolition of the veto power of 
the president and hoth the supreme 
court and the Senate, and two meas- 
ures, which Mr, Dies charged, were 
intended “to save from the clutches 
of the law the McNamara brothers 
and others who afterward might find 
themselves similarly in the tolls of 
the law.” 

“Mr, Berger, I may say, yields jo 
no man, living or dead,” continued 
Mr. Dies, “in his desire to disrupt the 
conatitution and destroy the liberties 
of the people under a representative 
democracy. In his desire for a re- 
enactment of chaos, Mr, Berger is as 
earnest, if not as vociferous, as the 
lion tamer who roars from jhe peaks 
of Sagamore Hill.” 

Contrasts Roosevelt and Bryan, 

Contrasting Colonel Roosevelt and 
Mr. Bryan, the latter, said M-. Dies, 
openly advocated socialist doctrine, 
while the former president professed 
to be opposed to socialism, 

“Roosevelt seeks to walk in the 
path the Caesars trod,” he said, ‘Mr. 
Bryan will be content with a million 
new subscribers for his paper. Roose- 
velt wants to emulate the bad exam- 
ple of Diaz of Mexico and break down 
the constitutional barriers against 
presidential succession. Mr. Bryan 
gives aid and encouragement to 
Roosevelt, as against the Democratic | 
party, and for the principles of dem- 
ocracy, as written in the constitution, 
he offers no word of encouragement.” 

Mr, Dies charged that Mr. ,Bryan 
endorsed Colonel Roosevelt's policies, 
while condemning Speaker Clark, 
Governor Harmon of Ohio, and Rep- 
resentative Underwood, majority lead- 
er of the house,
